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DETAILED ACTION 

The after amendment filed on March 30, 2009, amending the specification, has 
been entered. No new matter has been entered. 

Claims 45 and 49 are pending and are under consideration. 

Response to Arguments/Amendments 

Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on March 30, 2009, have been fully 
considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejection previously 
applied, as detailed below. 

Objections to the Specification 

In view of the amendment of the specification, the objection to the specification 
has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The declarations under 37 CFR 1.132 filed March 30, 2009 are sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 45 and 49 based upon the 102(a) rejection as being 
anticipated by Stampfer et al. The declarations under 37 CFR 1 .132 shows that the 
reference of Stampfer et al. is not by "another". 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 45 and 49 allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement for allowance. The Examiner has 
found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to a polypeptide having the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:48 or a variant of said polypeptide having up to 5% 
of the amino acids replaced by different amino acids and having alcohol dehydrogenase 
activity. Therefore, claims 45 and 49 are allowable over the prior art.
